Three Tragic 
Deaths in Coleman 

Coleman residents were shocked Tuesday noon 
when they learned that Eddie Ostash, 18 year old 
son of Mayor and Mrs. Jack Ostash was dead and 
Mayor and Mrs. Ostash and three other children 
were rushed unconcious to the C.N.P. Hospital from 
what has been established as Carbon Monoxide 
Poisoning. 



The family was found by 
chief of police Ed. Corson who 
decided to investigate after he 
had been contacted by two 
local men, Ron Crippen and 
Robert Crawford who were 
looking for Mayor Ostash but 
could not locate him. The 
men stated that Mr. Ostash 
who owns the Hotel Coleman 
had not reported for duties at 
the hotel and they were un 
able to get a reply on his 
home phone. Chief Corson, 
with the two men proceeded 
to Mayor Ostash’s residence 
on third street and found the 
house locked and when no one 
answered his knock he figur 
ed something was wrong and 
decided to break in. He re¬ 
moved a storm window and 
was able to prey open slightly 
the inner window and then 
got Ron Crippen the smallest 
of the three men to go in 
through the window and open 
the back door. He then went 
into the house to the upstuirs 
and found Mayor Ostash un¬ 
concious in bed in one bed¬ 
room. The Chief figuring it 
might be a gas leak, smashea' 
a window in the room to let 
in air. He shook the Mayor 
and he began to breath so the 
Chief proceeded to the next 
room where he fou d Eddie. 
He smashed a window in this 
room and then tried to shake 
the boy to get him to breath 
but got no response. Chief 
Corson then went into another 
bed room where he found Mrs. 
Marie Ostash and another son 
Allen both unconcious in beds. 
Again he opened the bed room 
window and after beir.g satis 
fied that both were breathing 
proceeded to another room 
where he found the Ostash’s 
ten year old daughter Mary 
Jane also unconcious in bed, 
he broke another window and 
returned to the little girl to 
revive her. While going from 
room to room Chief Corson 
called to the men downstairs 
to phone for doctors, both 
ambulances and the fire de¬ 
partment. In a matter of min¬ 
utes all units were present at 
the scene and with the aid of 
oxygen and the able hands of 
ambulance attendants the 
family were attended to and 
removed to the C.N.P. Hospi 
tal. Another member of the 
Ostash family, three month 
old Noella, born on Christmas 
Eve, was in the hospital from 
a previous ailment and es¬ 
caped this sad mishap. 

According to reports the 
family had been ill with a 
stomach complaint on Mon¬ 
day evening that was thought 
to be just a mild illness. 

Eddie Ostash, 18, was born 
on March 11, 1946, and was a 
grade twelve student at the 
Horace Allen High School. He 
was a member of the High 
School Curling team who re 
cently travelled to Banff to 
play in the Brier playoffs. 

The second victim died in 
the hospital around 5 30 p. m. 
Tuesday evening. Miss Mary 
Jane Ostash. ten year old 
daughter, died about five 


hours after she was taken to 
the hospital from her home 
in an unconcious condition. 

The body of "Eddie” Ed¬ 
ward James Ostash,' was re¬ 
moved to the Lethbridge hos¬ 
pital on Tuesday evening 
where an autopsy was to be 
made by provincial patholog¬ 
ist, Dr. Watson of Lethbridge. 

Mayor and Mrs. Ostash are 
still in hospital in a critical 
condition. Mr. Ostash, 42, und 
his wife Marie, 37, came to 
Coleman in 1959 when they 
purchased and have operated 
the Hotel Coleman since. 

Third victim of the carbon 
monoxide poisoning, Allen 
Ostash, died in the hospital 
Wednesday morning shortly 
before 8 o’clock. Allen 16 yrs. 
of age was a grade eleven stu 
dent. He was born in Oak- 
burn, Man. on May 8,1947. 

Coroner F. S. Radford of 
Blairmore has ordered an in 
quest into the deaths, but no 
date has been set. 

Provincial Gas inspectors 
and officials of the Chinook 
Health Unit are checking the 
natural gas heating system 
and septic tanks in the home 
to see if there is any possibi 
lity of a leak in these units.

Frank Tarabula, a former resi¬ 
dent of Coleman, died in Calgary 
on March 8, following a period of 
illness. 

Mr. Tarabula, 60 years of age, 
was born in Yankovice, Poland, 
coming to Canada in 1927. He work¬ 
ed in the coal mines in the Pass 
and Drumheller before moving to 
Calgary in 1946, where he worked 
for a bakery for 15 years. 

He was a member of the Con¬ 
fectionery and Bakery Local No. 
252. 

He is survived by his wife Lily 
of 3815 - 19th Ave. S. W. Calgary: 
one son Bruno and two grandsons 
in Edmonton, two sisters and two 
brothers. 

Prayers were said at the Little 
Cbaipel on the Corner on Monday 
evening at 7:30 p.m. Requiem 
High Mass was celebrated at the 
Holy Name Catholic Church at 10 
a.m. Tuesday, and interment was 
made in St. Mary’s cemetery.

Work on Highway 
Is Progressing 

The new stretch of highway east 
of the British Columbia border in 
Alberta is nearing completion and 
according to resident engineer Bob 
Wilson of Lethbridge, the job 
should be finished in about one 

inxiAih’a tim*. 

Some 30 men are still working 
on the causeway which hops from 
the old highway east over the rail¬ 
way tracks to the Island in the 
lake and then another hop east to 
the shoreline, making the entire 
causeway about one-half mile in 
length. Surplus rock from the new- 
stretch of highway on the Alberta- 
British Columbia boundary, was 
used for the initial fill on the 
west end causeway and fill now 
being used comes from a “borrow 
pit” east of Crows Nest Lake. 

Two bridge structures have still 
to be built in the stretch of new 
highway—one over Glacier Creek 
at the east end of the road and 
an overpass over railway tracks 
at the west end of the road. 

The new section of road will 
eliminate several sharp curves, 
several grades and a railway cross¬ 
ing. 

It is expected that after the fill 
consolidates and settles that base 
course will be laid on the road lat¬ 
er this year. When completed the 
new piece of road will provide a 
45-foot-wide finished top after pav¬ 
ing is completed which will com¬ 
prise a two-lane highway with two 
10-foct-wide paved shoulders. The 
read will have a 72,000 pound load 
limit. Opening date is indefinite 
until the bridge structures are 
completed.

Report on Coal 
Shipments to Japan 

(Lawrence E. Kindt, M.P.) 


The subvention making possible 
the shipment of 800,000 tons of bit¬ 
uminous coking coal per year, for 
the next three fiscal years, from 
the Crows Nest Pass to Japan has 
been approved. This is an increase 
of 200,000 tons per year. The Cole¬ 
man Collieries and the Crows Nssc 
Pass Coal companies had contracts 
as cf November 2, 1963, for 600,000 
tons with the additional clause that 
if the Canadian government ap¬ 
proved, it would be increased by 
200,000 tons to a total of 800,000. 
This approval was given last week. 
The subvention remains on the ex¬ 
isting basis of competitive costs 
but not to exceed $2.73 per ton. 
This means that the subvention 
may be less depending cn the neod. 

There has been a battle to get 
the subvention for this additional 
200,000 tons approved. Not all were 
in favor, but the increased volume 
has made it possible to lower the 
subvention, and this in turn helped 
to obtain approval of the addition¬ 
al tonnage. Back in 1957 and 1958 
when this program was started, 1 
argued that volume shipments after 
a few years should lower costs. 

Fiscal Year CNP - Tons 


The present downward trend on 
the subvention cost from $4.50 per 
ton in 1960-61 to $2.73 per ton has 
won supporters to back the sound¬ 
ness of the program. I am sure 
that all people of the Crows Nest 
Pass realize that to have from 
eight to ten million dollars coming 
into the Crows Nest Pass every 
year from the sale of coal to Japan 
is a good thing for the people of 
the Pass. 

Automation is a disturbing influ¬ 
ence to miners. What everyone 
wants is steady employment, free 
from lay-offs and I have used ev¬ 
ery argument to advance this side 
of the question. We have been sue 
cessful in getting the program ap¬ 
proved, and all will appreciate the 
importance of what has been ac¬ 
complished, and I hope will stand 
behind the program. Your good¬ 
will and help is needed by all 
those concerned with coal ship¬ 
ments to Japan.

The Crows Nest Cancer Society 
wishes to thank all who canvassed 
and all who donated or 'helped in 
any way in our 1983 Crusade. A to-' 
tal of $1757.85 was sent to the 
Canadian Cancer Society as our 
donation. 

Are you all willing again this 
year to contribute your share of 
money, time or effort towards sav¬ 
ing lives? The sooner a.cure for 
cancer is found, the sooner the 
Society can go out of business. 

Twenty-six scientists are now 
working on 91 projects to find this 
cure. Drugs, X-rays, radiation and 
surgery play the leading roles in 
the treatment and cures of cancer. 

Our objective in this area is to 
help research with what funds we 
can contribute to help needy wel¬ 
fare cases among us and to help 
inform our citizens of the real need 
for early diagnosis and treatment. 

It is estimated by the National 
Cancer Institute of Canada that 
there will be 3500 new male cases 
of lung cancer in 1964, of which 
2700 will die because they will not 
be treated in time. It is also reck¬ 
oned there will be 5700 female 
cases of breast cancer of which 
2200 will die for the same reason. 

The above two are the leading 
causes of cancer deaths in Can¬ 
ada at present. 

Because of the presence of a 
number of chemical cancer-caus¬ 
ing agents found in tobacco, scient¬ 
ists state that the death rate for 
heavy smokers was 75 per cent 
higher than for non-smokers; out 
of 10 lung cancer patients in Can¬ 
ada in 1961, nine smoked cigar¬ 
ettes. Death rate among men from 
lung cancer is seven and a hall 
times that of women, but women 
should be concerned for their death 
rate from lung cancer is rising. 

Prevention is the most import¬ 
ant weapon against this killer. 

To the young people we would 
like to saiy that in addition tq be¬ 
ing a cause of lung cancer, cigar¬ 
ette smoking increases the likeli¬ 
hood of developing other sious dis¬ 
eases — heart attacks, ulcers of 
the stomach, kidney, liver or blad¬ 
der ailments. 

A word about rehabilitation for 
the surgical cases. Following any 
cancer operation, proper guidance 
is given for exercises, for wearing 
of appliances and for re-entry into 
society. 

In conclusion let us remember 
that "early suspicion" is a weap¬ 
on, "our doctor" an ally, and 
the "Cancer Society" the army 
in our fight to stay alive and 
healthy. 

Alberta Medical 
Plan 

Alberta residents again will be 
given an opportunity to enroll un¬ 
der the Alberta Medical Plan with¬ 
out the necessity of a 90-day de¬ 
layed effective date for their cov¬ 
erage. A 31-day open registration 
period, from March 16 to April 15 
inclusive, has been arranged near 
the deadline for federal income tax 
filing, to permit Alberta residents 
who became aware that their level 
of taxable income entitles them to 
premium subsidy, to make im¬ 
mediate application. 

Individuals enrolling during this 
open registration period with Med¬ 
ical Services (Alberta) Incorporat¬ 
ed or with the approved insurance 
company of their choice, will have 
their coverage become effective 
May 1st, according to an announce¬ 
ment by the Hon. Dr. J. D. Ross, 
Alberta Minister of Health. 

For those who are eligible, the 
provincial government subsidy also 
will be effective May 1st. 

The Alberta Medical Plan, a vol¬ 
untary prepaid medical insurance 
plan operating through 47 approved 
insurance companies, members of 
the Canadian Health Insurance As¬ 
sociation and through Medical Ser¬ 
vices (Alberta) Incorporated, and 
with the support of the College of 
Phyiscians and Surgeons, is open 
to all residents of Alberta. The 
plan was announced last year and 
went into effect October 1st, after 
an initial open enrolment period. 
The Plan defines benefits, guaran¬ 
tees maintenance of coverage and 
estaiblishes a maximum premium. 

There are now more than 686,533 
Albertans covered under the Plan 
and more than 143,553 are receiv¬ 
ing subsidy payments. The plan 
has been well received by Albert¬ 
ans with a monthly enrolment in¬ 


crease of 15 per cent since it 
started. 

For persons whose income is be¬ 
low the taxable level according to 
Federal Government Income Tax 
Regulations, the government of Al¬ 
berta will make the following con¬ 
tributions toward the payment of 
their medical services insurance 
premiums: 

For a policy covering one indi¬ 
vidual—$18 per year. 

For a policy covering a married 
couple with no dependents—$42 per 
year. 

For a family of three or more— 
$72 per year. 

In the case of citizens whose tax¬ 
able income is not in excess of 
$500, according to Federal Gov¬ 
ernment Tax Regulations, the gov¬ 
ernment contribution toward the 
payment of their medical services 
insurance premiums will be: 

For a policy covering one indi¬ 
vidual—$9.00 per year. 

For a policy covering a married 
couple with no dependents—$21 per 
year. 

For a family of three or more— 
$36 per year. 

All subsidy arrangements are 
made through the insurance car¬ 
rier of the enrollee’s choice. 

Benefits under the Alberta Med¬ 
ical Plan include: 

(1) Payment of medical, surgi¬ 
cal and obstetrical services of any 
physician and required for pre¬ 
ventive diagnostical therapeutical 
treatment and care. 

(2) Specialist and consultant 
services when required. 

(3) Anaesthetist services. 

(4) Necessary laboratory servi¬ 
ces and diagnostic aids, including 
X-rays, when ordered by a medical 
practitioner. 

(5) Alter a policy-holder has 
been covered by the Alberta plan 
for a continuous period of two 
years, he and his dependents will 
be entitled annually to a routine 
medical examination to help en¬ 
sure their continuing good health. 

(6) If a single person or the 
head of a family, covered con¬ 
tinuously under the plan for at 

least two years, becomes totally 

disabled prior to age 65, as the 
result of an accident, injury or dis- 
ease( he will not be required to 
pay any due premiums for a pe¬ 
riod of up to six months, starting 
the third month after his disability. 

Under the Alberta Medical Plan 
the head of the family must in¬ 
sure himself and all members of 
his family under the age of 19 
years, for whose welfare he is 
financially responsible to qualify 
for a government contribution.

It is a very hard thing to look 
into the future with any degree of 
accuracy but perhaps when the 
history is written of today’s events 
in Canada, one of the more signifi¬ 
cant events of recent years will 
be the opening up of trade with 
China by the Hon. Alvin Hamilton, 
Canada’s former Minister of Agri¬ 
culture. 

Mr. Hamilton is now again on his 
way to China at the invitation of 
the Peking Government to discuss 
further ways and means of in¬ 
creasing Canadian - Chinese trade 
and perhaps long-range prospects 
for trade with the West. 

Several years ago when Mr. 
Hamilton held his ministerial post, 
contact was made with the Red 
Chinese concerning the possible 
sale of Canadian wheat to that 
country. For a number of reasons, 
Chinese agriculture had broken 
down and it seems that this con¬ 
dition is likely to last for a number 
of years. As everyone knows, Mr. 
Hamilton arranged for enormous 
sales of Canada’s surplus wheat to 
the Chinese and this policy has 
been continued by the present gov¬ 
ernment. When these sales first 
commenced, Mr. Hamilton was 
criticized in some quarters, both 
in Canada and by some of our al¬ 
lies, for making a ‘deal” with 
the Red Chinese. It was consid¬ 
ered that it was wrong to trade 
with potentially dangerous enemies 
and that the sale of wheat to China 
had prevented a colossal famine in 
that country and that we were 
thus helping to maintain the Com¬ 
munist government in power by 
getting them out of a great do¬ 
mestic difficulty. 

Neither of these two arguments 
seemed to be very valid. In the 


first place, if no contacts are ever 
made with seemingly unfriendly 
persons or countries, there is abso¬ 
lutely no opportunity of improving 
these relations. This mistake was 
made for years with Russia, and 
was one of the principal reasons 
that an unspeakable dangerous de¬ 
gree of antagonism and tension was 
eventually built up between Rus¬ 
sia and the West. One of the main 
reasons for our much improved 
relations with Russia has been 
greatly increased contacts with the 
people of that country in trade, 
cultural exchanges and other simi¬ 
lar activities. (Another reason, of 
course, is the various disagree¬ 
ments and quarrels between China 
and Russia). 

No sensible persons has any il¬ 
lusions about the potential dangers 
of being too trusting with either 
the Soviet Union or China, but 
certainly it is to everyone’s bene¬ 
fit Lo reduce the dangers of World 
War III and the fantastic costs of 
the armament race. 

There are a number of positive 
benefits for everyone in these trade 
arrangements with China. 

Firstly, with the exception of the 
United States all Canada’s friends 
and allies trade with China in 
goods that are not considered to 
have military importance, and in 
particular, Australia sells quanti¬ 
ties of wheat to China. Under these 
circumstances, Canada would be 
foolish not to sell agricultural prod¬ 
ucts to China since apparently none 
of these other countries seem to 
see any danger in such arrange¬ 
ments. 

Secondly, the wheat sales to 
China have been of incalculable 
benc.it to the Canadian economy. 
Not only has our enormous West¬ 
ern wheat surplus been sold, but 
the money pouring into Canada has 
enriched every corner cf our 
country. 


Golden Anniversary 
Of Oil In Alberta 

CALGARY — The oil industry 
in Calgary plans to commemorate 
the 50th anniversary of the dis¬ 
covery of oil in Turner Valley by 
staging a huge barbecue dinner 
for an anticipated crowd of over 
700 at the Stampede Corral on 
Friday, May 22, 1964. The general 
public is invited to the function 
at which pioneer residents of the 
Turner Valley area are to be hon¬ 
ored. 

Arranged by a group of local 
petroleum industry representatives 
and other interested parties and 
organizations the anniversary cel¬ 
ebration will be held, almost 50 
years to the day from the time 
an inaugural “Derrick Dinner” 
was staged in Calgary in 1914. 

The Dingman discovery well, — 
owned by the Calgary Petroleum 
Products Company, came in on 
May 14, 1914, with the inaugural 
dinner commemorating the discov¬ 
ery cf oil in Turner Valley being 
held on May 23, 1914, in the Eliza¬ 
bethan Room in the Hudson’s Bay 
Company store in Calgary. 

It is hoped that several of those 
who attended the initial celebration 
will be on hand for the commemor¬ 
ative on? a half century later. 

Displays cf historical documents, 
photographs and equipment will be 
erected at the Corral for the oc¬ 
casion and consideration is also 
being given to the possible erection 
at Calgary’s Heritage Park of a 
r: plica of the original discovery 
well derrick.

Compact Beer Bottle 
Comes To Alberta 

The newest look in beer bottles 
—the Compact Bottle—will begin 
to make its appearance on or about 
March 23, 1964, in Alberta. 

After this date, the familiar long 
neck bottle (officially known in 
the trade as the Western Stand¬ 
ard ) will no longer be shipped from 
Alberta Breweries, to the markets 
in this province. 

This was announced recently by 
Alberta Brewers’ Agents Limited, 
the trade association representing 
all of the brewing companies in the 
province. 

The change-over from the old to 
the new bottle will complete a 
program of long-term research by 
the brewing and glass industries to 
design a better bottle for beer. 
The result is the compact bottle— 
a returnable container approximat¬ 
ely three inches shorter than the 
old bottle, lighter in weight and 
slightly greater in diameter but 
containing the same 12 ounce vol¬ 
ume. 

With the new bottle will come a 
new look in beer cartons—smaller, 
r.cater and easier to carry. 

With this conversion in Alberta, 
he compact bottle now becomes 
universal in use throughout Can¬ 
ada. 

When the conversion is complet¬ 
ed in Alberta, it will mean that 2,- 
700.000 dozen new compact bot¬ 
tles have been purchased from an 
Alberta manufacturer at a cost 
estimated to be in excess of $1,- 
200,000. Other necessary materi¬ 
als, are all Canadiammade and 
purchased where possible in Al¬ 
berta and supplied from Alberta 
sources. 

The new compact offers many 
advantages over the old. The re¬ 
duction in weight—12 bottles weigh 
2 pounds less than 12 of the old- 
plus the compactness of the new 
carton means easier carrying. 

Because cf its reduced height, 
l he new bottles store more easily 
in heme refrigerators — tip less 
readily. 

Licensed premises and Liquor 
Stores will receive their first ship¬ 
ment of beer in the new bottles on 
cr after March 23. However, they 
will continue to sell the old bottle 
as long as their present stocks 
remain 

Employment 
Service News 

Questions and answer from the 
National Employment Service: 

Q—Hew do I qualify if I become 
unemployed again? 

A—When you make your first 
ciaim, and have enough contribu¬ 
tions, you begin a “benefit peri¬ 
od”. A benefit period runs for 
52 weeks from the week of your 
claim, or until you use up all 
your benefit if you do this in less 
than 52 weeks. If you make a claim 
or claims during another period 
of unemployment while your bene¬ 
fit period is still in force, you 
don’t have to fulfill the contribu¬ 
tion requirements again. Of course 
you must deposit your insurance 
book. If you have used up all of 
the benefit payable under one claim 
or if 52 weeks have passed since 
ycur last claim was started, you 
must again show that you have 
the contributions set forth in the 
answer to question 15 before more 
benefit can be paid. 

Q—Can I get benefit if I am 
unemployed because of a strike 
or lockout? 

A—No, unless you become em¬ 
ployed elsewhere or unless you 
prove that you and the rest of the 
workers in your grade or class 
working at the premises before 
Uie work stoppage (1) are not tak¬ 
ing any part in the dispute which 
caused the work stoppage, and (2) 
are not paying any money to sup¬ 
port it, and (3) are not directly 
interested in the dispute which 
caused it. 

Q-After I have fulfilled all the 
conditions how long do I have to 
wait before benefit is paid? 

A—Benefit is not payable at the 
beginning of the period until the 
end of a waiting period equivalent 
to a week of full benefit. When 
one benefit period ends and a 
claimant immediately re-quaiifies 
for benefit, the waiting period 
may be waived provided certain 
other conditions are fulfilled 

Q—Do I receive benefit for ev¬ 
ery week I do not work? 
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The change-over from the old to the new 
bottle will take place in Alberta on or shortly 
after March 23, 1964. This will complete a 
program of 'ong-term research by the brewing 
industry to design a better bottle for beer.

Tips on care of 
varnish floors help 
prolong life of finish 

Proper care can prolong the life 
of varnish on a floor. 

Experts list the following as the 
ways to treat and care for varn¬ 
ished floors: 

A hair broom or an ordinary 
broom covered with a cloth bag 
or even a dry dustless mop 
should be used in cleaning. 

Varnished floors should never 
be soaked with water. If water 
is spilled on the floor it should 
be wiped up immediately. 

Soiled spots can be cleaned 
with cloths damp with soap and 
water. As soon as dirt is elim¬ 
inated the floor should be dried. 

When wear begins to show in 
an exposed floor area—a door¬ 


way or hallway, for example, 
dirt should be removed with a 
damp cloth. Then the surface 
should be gone over with fine 
sandpaper and a new coat of 
varnish. is .brg fly d j>ut at the 
edges, the patch should not 
show.

The group are 
planning to traverse the Baltoro 
glacier. 

According to Miss Kerr s letter, 
the area they are to visit boasts 
the best mountain scenery in the 
world. The peaks are all over 20,- 
000 feet and the group will be 
above the 10,000 foot level for 
over one month during the ap¬ 
proach and traverse of the glacier.
